GENTLEMEN. 


I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Distinct,  for  the  year  1909. 
The  estimated  Population,  to  the  middle  of  1909,  is  1,665. 

During  the  year,  35  Deaths  were  registered,  viz.,  20  Males  and  15  Females,  giving  a Death 
Rate  of  21  per  1,000  per  annum,  as  against  20  per  1,000  in  1908.  These  Deaths  wei’e  distributed  as 
follows : —

The  number  of  Births  registered  amounted  to  52,  viz.,  20  Males  and  32  Females,  giving  a 
Birth  Rate  of  31'2  per  1,000  per  annum,  as  against  35‘1  in  1908.

The  greatest  number  of  Deaths  occurred  in  people  over  65,  viz.,  17,  and  in  Infancy,  viz.,  9. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  under  1 year,  to  registered  Births,  per  1,000,  is  173  (9  Deaths),  as 
against  103  in  1908.  This  apparently  large  increase  in  Infant  Mortality  is  due  to  the  inclusion  of  4 
Deaths  in  Infants  prematurely  born,'  their  respective  ages  being  1 hour,  1 day,  3 days,  and  10  days. 

The  Zymotic  Rate  is  *6,  as  against  4’2  last  year. 


The  increase  of  Births  over  Deaths  was  17.
